"Tbe grand point of attack, for that 


portion of the office-seeking army who are 
easily satisfied, is at present the Census 
Bnrean. The immense amount of work 
that is steadily flooding in upon it ias 
necessitated a considerable increase of its 
force of clerks. As B matter of course, 
when this became known, 
applications 


showered down from every quarter and 
applicants hurried post-haste over all the 
roads leading to the capital.

these gentry, however, have been doomed 
to suffer disappointment. There is com- 
paratively little difficulty in obtaining ad- 
mission to the examination, but this is so 
rigid that but a small minority undergo 
the ordeal successfully. For once we have 
a bureau whose clerkships are not regard- 
ed as sensational or Congressional perqui- 
sites, to be dispensed in payment for polit- 
ical services and personal friendship. 
The effort in this instance is to secure 
competent men, and the means taken are 
so effectual that I would have no hesitancy 
in pronouncing the Census office, as it now 
stands, a model which all others would do 
well to copy.

Tbe examination is wholly of a prac- 


tical character. The questions and pro- 
blems are written or printed upon one 
sheet of paper and the answers are requir- 
ed to be written upon another. They re- 
fer principally to the fundamental branch- 
es, bearing most heavily upon arithmetic, 
proficiency in which is most especially 
necessary in order to transact properly the 
work of the cffice. So numerous are these 
queries, and so intricate and tedious the 
work involved that rery many find them- 
selves unable to complete the task witliin 
;he alloted seven hours. But,fini«hed or un- 
inished the work must go in at 1 p. m., and 
abide its chances; for celerity, as^well as 
accuracy, is a merit here.
